2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-3 and 7 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by MacOviak. MacOviak discloses a cardioplegia 
cannula that includes a balloon and a cardioplegia lumen. The device is inserted into the ascending aorta using a needle. The balloon 
is foldable. 

Claims 4-6 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an umbrella or a 
nitinol ring. 

Claims 1-7 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry. 
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
